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Trade  Surplus  Surges  -  The  October 
U.S.  agricultural  trade  surplus  rose  75 
percent  to  $2.1  billion  as  record  U.S.  com 
and  soybean  harvests  entered  the  export 
market.  The  increase  in  the  agricultural 
surplus  helped  moderate  the  rise  in  the 
total  U.S.  trade  deficit  (table  3). 

Exports  Rise  -  October  exports  reached 
near-record  levels,  rising  23  percent  to 
$4.4  billion  with  gains  in  a  wide  array  of 
commodities.  Sharp  gains  in  coarse 
grains,  oilseeds,  nuts,  vegetables,  rice, 
and  poultry  meat  boosted  exports. 
January  -  October  1994  exports  reached 
$36  billion,  4  percent  ahead  of  1993. 
Vegetable  preparations  exports, 
encompassing  a  wide  variety  of  highly 
processed  food  products,  have  grown 
rapidly  in  recent  months,  increasing  18 
percent  from  1993.  Prepared  vegetables 
are  high-value  products,  including  olives, 
processed  mushrooms,  pasta,  prepared 
artichokes,  tomato  paste  and  sauce,  soy 
sauce,  vinegar,  potato  chips,  and 
vegetable  juices.  Potato  chips,  canned 
mushrooms,  artichokes,  and  tomato 
products  and  juice  accounted  for  much  of 
the  gain.  The  European  Union,  Canada, 
Mexico,  Japan,  Taiwan,  and  Hong  Kong 
are  the  major  importers  of  U.S.  prepared 
vegetable  products,  which  usually  go  to 
high-income  markets  (table  4). 

October  wheat  shipments  totaled  2.8 
million  tons,  up  4  percent  from  October 
1993  but  11  percent  less  than  September 
1994.  Egypt  was  the  lead  buyer  with 
698,000  tons,  followed  by  Japan  with 
347,000  tons,  and  China  with  245,000 
tons.  Calendar  1994  exports  through 
October  were  24.8  million  tons,  15 
percent  below  this  point  last  year.  Lower 
U.S.  wheat  production  and  higher 
domestic  food  use  constrained  exports. 
Com  exports  gained  21  percent  over 
September  to  3.5  million  tons  as  harvest 
of  the  record  1994  corn  crop  began, 
although  shipments  were  8  percent  below 
October  1993.  Drought  in  Australia,  low 
yields  in  the  European  Union,  and 
reduced  shipments  by  China  made  U.S. 
corn  very  attractive  on  the  world  market. 
Shipments  to  Japan  were  steady  at  1 .1 
million  tons.  Korea  bought  536,000  tons 
followed  by  Mexico  with  339,000  tons. 
January-October  1994  shipments  totaled 
25.5  million  tons. 


Soybean  shipments  more  than  doubled 
from  September  as  the  large  U.S.  crop 
entered  the  export  market.  Low  U  S. 
prices  have  boosted  exports  36  percent 
above  October  last  year.  The  Nether¬ 
lands  imported  595,000  tons  of  U.S. 
soybeans.  Japan  took  advantage  of  price 
declines  and  boosted  imports  to  397,000 
tons.  Strong  shipments  since  August 
have  narrowed  the  gap  between  1993 
and  1994  exports.  Cumulative  shipments 
of  13.1  million  tons  in  1994  were  15 
percent  lower  than  last  year. 

Imports  Down  -  Imports  declined  4 
percent  to  $2.3  billion  in  October. 
Noncompetitive  imports  gained  4  percent, 
but  competitive  imports  were  down  7 
percent  in  value  on  reduced  tobacco  and 
sugar  value.  Cumulative  rubber  imports 
were  10  percent  above  last  year  and 
October  value  gained  62  percent  com¬ 
pared  with  October  1993.  Unit  values 
rose  in  anticipation  of  production 
shortfalls  in  Indonesia.  Coffee  import 
value  continues  to  outpace  1993,  with  a 
cumulative  gain  of  32  percent  for  a  year- 
to-date  value  of  $1 .9  billion.  Fresh  or 
frozen  fruit  imports  were  up  41  percent 
from  this  September  and  39  percent  from 
October  1993,  but  January-October  value 
rose  only  5  percent.  Apple  import  value 
was  up  10  percent  for  1994  due  to 
imports  from  Canada,  and  melons  gained 
17  percent  because  of  imports  from 
Mexico.  Total  vegetable  imports  for 
calendar  1994  are  up  5  percent.  Com¬ 
pared  with  1993,  avocado  imports  from 
Chile  and  the  Dominican  Republic,  were 
up  235  percent  so  far  this  year  due  to 
California  production  shortfalls.  (Tom
